him to the end. Is it any wonder that the! 
editor of the Leghorn “Telegrafo” Ciano's 
paper should plaintively ask the question “Is, 
it true that forty-seven million Englishmen 
fare forty-seven million Churchills?” The! 
answer is that forty-seven million Britons in 
the homeland and those additional millions 
throughout the vast commonwealth of the 
Empire accept Mr. Churehill as their proto- 
type, He is the personification of all for 
which a Briton so proudly stands, the great 
Teader who has been found in the hour of 
the Empire's greatest crisis, Mr. Churchill's 
aims are the aims of every Briton worthy 
fof the name, to destroy Hitler —that_ evil 
man, that abortion of hatred and deceit, as 
the'Prime Minister,so aptly deseribes him ~- 
and all that Hitler Stands for. 

‘That is necessary for the liberation of 
Europe from the clutches of a system which 
would reduce free peorles io complete 
helotry, would deprive them of their very 
souls and drive them back to an existence 
‘only to be compared with that of the Dark: 
‘Ages. Hitler, and “his litte Ttalian accom~ 
plice,"—how the sureness of his words prick. 
big balloons!—have got to be put out of 
business before Europe can regain its old 
sanity, and Prance and all the other countries 
which’ have fallen temporarily beneath the 
German onslaught restored {o work out their 
‘own destinies, freed from the menace which 
after overshadowing them for so long has 
encompassed them. In this broadcast is to 
be found a complete answer to Hitlor’s plea 
fer a return to common sense which he made 
in the Reichstag on July 19 to which the 
British Government paid but slight attention 
ft the time, Mr. Churehill, firm in the know= 
Tedge of the complete support of his country 
men, has expressed the only possible policy 
which Britain ean follow, and that is to 
eleanse Europe of the Nazi pestilence. 

Spenking from a London which Hitler said’ 
he would reduce to ashes, surrounded by: 
people who are bearing up unflinchingly: 
under the German blows the Prime Minister 
has conveyed a message to the French people 
which it is hoped that many throughout that 
stricken country will have heard. Tt is a. 
message of confidence, of hope and of faith 
in the ultimate outcome of this struggle. Tt 
comes from a man who has been a realist 
all his life, who is not afraid to speate the 
fruth, and it is that “we shall never give in.”| 
11 is’ upon that determination, that refusal 
never to accept defeat, that’ the fate of! 
Europe depends today. ‘But it was also a 
message of round advice, “When peopte get 
into trouble because they are attacket and 
heavily smitten by the wild and wicked, they | 
‘must be careful,” he said, “not to get at 
Toggerheads with one another.” ‘That can! 
generally be avoided by refraining, as far 
fs possible, from taking offence where none 
is intended. 

But there is another truth in 
which needs emphasis. Sof 
Britain fs concerned this war is 
ning. A vast Empire wholly unprepared 4 
the war, which was forced upon it and 
Ally, is still busily engaged mobilizing its 
enormous resources. Command of the seas 
it has always had.” Mr. Churchill promises: 
command of the air next year and then 
Britain will be prepared to strike on land 
as strike she will. ‘The sacrifices which are, 
‘being made to that end are already great; 
doubtless they will have {0 become greater. 
Nevertheless they will be made, for the! 
continued existence of civilization depends 
‘upon vielory for the democracies. ‘That will 
‘come just as sure as the morning will come. 
‘The bright sun of peace will “shine on the 
brave and true, kindly on all who suffer for 
the cause, glorious upon the tombs of 
heroes.” And when that morning comes it 
Will be possible for Britain and France to 
Iead Europe back to those better times of 
which Hitler and his gangsters strive to rob

THE GIANT MOVES

The United States has passed through what 
may prove to be one of the most amazing 
periods of its history during the past few 
days, when the nation’s young manhood re- 
sponded to President Roosevelt's appeal to 
register for conscription. More did so than 
was anticipated, many too young and others 
too old offered’ themselves for service, and 
demonstrated a unanimity of purpose which 
should have a profound reaction throughout 
the world, The passage of the necessary’ 
legislation’ was in itself an epoch-making 
decision by Congress, for it was done in times 
of peace. Truc the possibility of war 
threatens. the United States and. they have| 
been obliged to follow the example of Great|

impending trouble. American manhood has 
vindicated itself by the readiness with which 
it has aceepted, the call and all that it-may 
entail. Tt is a great thing in the life of 
‘ny nation, especially a free democracy, when | 
its people willingly assume the burdens that 
are laid upon it, and respond with a loyalty. 
{o ideals in a manner which so clearly proves 
the spiritual solidarity of the masses. 

‘Thus a sccond great democracy throws back. 
into the teeth of the leaders of aggressor 
nations the Sibe that its people are soft. 
Britain has shown the world that her sons: 
can be, and are indeed very tough, and the| 
splendid youth of the United States by itd| 
readiness 10 accept the doctrine of service, 
no matter where it may lead them, have 
proved that in them also there is no 
eeadence. There is a great difference be- 
tween that form of compulsion which the 
dictators force upon the masses unfortunate 
enough to be under their leadership, and the| 
willing assumption of duty by free peoples,| 
and as the New York “Times” so rightly says 
“This demonstration of the mighty eflective- 
ness of democracy in action will not soon 
be forgotten anywhere.” ‘The whole thing 
is so splendidly in keeping with the best 
American traditions that it can only be 
observed by other people with that reverence 
fo whieh such a demonstration is entitled. 

‘There is about the manner in which the| 
response was made to the President's appeal 
something of great significance. The huge’ 
appropriations by Congress for the streng~ 
thening of the U.S. Navy, the decisions with 
regard to the army and the development of 
the foreign policy of the United States in 
the manner it has clearly prove to the world 
that the rulers of the great republic mean 
business. This striking demonstration by the 
youth of the nation shows that the rulers| 
have the whole of the nation behind them, 
that they too mean business, and will fight 
for the defence of thelr country against 
aggression no matier whence it may come. 
As the Philadelphia “Record” so excellently 
puts it: “From all parts of the country eame 
reports not of men trying to hide to avoid 
registration, but of men reporting before the| 
offices were open, of men reporting who were 
too young or too old, of men undergoing 
‘operations to make themselves fit for service, 
of men gladly accepting a duty not only of 
registration but the chance of giving a year 
of their lives to the country.”

for the invasion of Britain as it is alleged 
it wi iseussed_ with Mussolini at 
the conference at Munich on June 18. In. 
all ports from Antwerp to Boulogne and. 
down to Brest, Nazi troops told off for the 
invasion, and including 200,000 Italians taken 
chiefly from the army on the Po, were to 
be assembled. A great many Small ships! 
were gathered with the addition of swift 
























gutiers and motorized rafts which could 


able to enter very shallow waters and to 
touch the shores. Everywhere in Nazi- 
cceupied France and the Low Countries 
rodromes were to be laid out especially 
jor troop-carrying aeroplanes. High speed ex- 
periments were being carried out with a new 
enlarged amphibian type of tank, which 
could be towed over a part of the water 
route, while the question of carrying light 
anks and cannon by air was also being, 
westixated. 
The invasion itself was expected to take 
two forms of operation, one purely a feint 
and the other the real thing, the first to 
divert the attention of the defending forces. 
Both Nazis and Fascists did not expect many 
engaged in it to survive, and the plan 
envisaged the loss of many’ vanguard detach- 
ments. ‘Those who followed were expected 
to be able to obtain a foothold on British 
soil, and to make possible further landings 
of infantry, tanks, artillery and all other 
vital equipment. ‘The Halians were expected 
to be the main cannon fodder of the British 
jn the Channel, the North Sea, and the Bay’ 
of Biscay, for the time had apparently come 
when Mussolini would have to sacrifice 
hundreds of thousands of men to prove that 
he is in truth the ally of the Nazi Reich. The| 
‘men taking part in the first operation were 
to be considered as doomed men and about 
ninety per cent. of them were to be Italian, 
‘Then in the subsequent landings the pro- 
portion of Germans would be increased, 
while if the invasion succeeded the troops 
fighting inland would be overwhelmingly. 
German, and, if Hitler won the laurel wreath 
of wiclory, Mussolini's share would be a few 
ry eaves. 

‘The story is an interesting one and has 
about it features which suggest that it is] 
accurate, Mussolini has done very little in- 
deed in this war up to the present.

ST. CRISPIN’S DAY

‘Today is devoted to the memory of Crispin 
‘and Crispinian, patron saints of shoemakers, 
two brothers of a noble Roman family who 
gave up their property, travelled to Soissons, 
‘and, making thelr living as cobblers, devoted 
thelt lives in making converts to Christianity. 
‘Maximian condemned them to death, but the 
prefect charged with the task, finding the 
men able to emerge from all ordeals to which 
he subjected them unscathed, threw himself 
into a cauldron of boiling tar.

A SIMPLE ISSUE 
Oct. 26. 


‘The letter from Mr. Toyo Takeshima, which 
appears in today’s correspondence columns, 
is interesting, especially if it is to be con- 
sidered as representative of the mass of 
Japanese opinion, for it is quite clear that 
he completely fails to understand the occi- 
dental point of view with regard to oceur~ 
rences in the Far East. The writer of the 
letter is completely misinformed if he believes: 
that it is any part of the desires of Great 
Britain and the United States to interfere 
with proper and legitimate Japanese endea- 
vours (o build up a strong and rich Japan. 
The special interests of Japan in this part 
of the world and particularly with regard 
to China have all along been recognized. To 
have refused to do so would be to deny 
the most patent implications of the geogra~ 
phical situation. But what Mr, Takeshima 
‘Appears to have lost sight of is the fact that 
occidental nations including Britain and the 
United States have built up substantial in- 
terests in China and other parts of the Far 
East which they cannot permit any other 
nation to destroy. There certainly has been 
no attempt to exclude Japan from develop~ 
ing her position vis-A-vis of China along 
peaceful lines, and as long as Japan followed 
that path there could not be the slightest 
‘ground for complaint, 

But with the commencement of the Sino- 
‘Japanese hostilities for which Japan must 
‘accept the blame as having now been proved 
to be part and parcel of her policy, it has 
been made elear that the destruction of those 
laboriously built up foreign interests must 
become inevitable. Any such scheme as 
‘Asia for the Asiatics which the Japanese 
have consistently preached must mean an 
attempt at the exclusion of occidentals from 
this part of the world, and when it is sug~ 
gested that they should assist in the creation 
‘of a now order the form of cooperation which 
is most patently required is that they should 
get out, and leave Japan solely in possession. 
On the other hand the requirements of both 
Great Britain and the United States are 
simple, ‘They desire to continue trading in 
the Far East as they have done in the past, 
to maintain all their interests, and to do 
what they can in assisting China amongst 
other Far Eastern countries to work out her 
destiny as an independent nation. 

‘That applies also to those ambitious 
schemes which the extremists at present in 
power in Japan are known to possess. ‘The 
grandiose plan to establish a Japanese hege- 
mony over the whole of the western Pacific 
‘wottld, if it could be achieved, destroy the 
present status quo and rob those other 
nations of rights which have been honour- 
ably acquired. It is the dotermination of 
both Whitehall and Washington that this shall 
‘not come about, and the warnings which have 
been addressed to Japan were designed to in~ 
form her of that fact. Mr. Takeshima is 
probably right when he declares that Japan 
does not wish for war, though there is un- 
doubtedly a section of opinion in Japan 
whieh favours war if there appears to be no 
ther method of satisfying their inordinate 
ambitions. Tt is upon them that respon- 
‘bility must rest If the present tense situa~ 
ion is allowed to deteriorate, for there need 
be no war as long as Japan refrains from 
further interfering with British or American 
Interests. 

‘The present issue is no more complicated 
than that, Not for one moment has it been 
denied that Japan has a special position in 
the Far East, but it docs not follow that, 
heeause of that, Japan can be permitted to 
turn this part of the world into its own ex- 
elusive domain. ‘The creation of exclusive 
spheres throughout the world which Iitler 
flso appears to favour would be an economic 
absurdity. Japan for example has to trade 
all over the world to keep her industrial 
machine working. But if water-tight 
ceonomie bloes were fashioned Japan, or for 
it matter any other country dominating a 
8 rea, would either be unable to obtain 

It the raw materials she wanted on the one 
hand, or to sell her finished goods on the 
ther. One of the causes of the present 
trouble in the world comes from the attempt 
during the past twenty years to replace an 
‘open internationality with a rigid confined 
nationality, and the cure is not to seck to 
build bigger and higher barriers but to do 
everything possible to tear them down. Tt 
is only when this conviction grows through- 
out the world that real peace and progress 
Will be possible. In fine Japan will not 
remedy her present economic situation by 
following the course she is, but rather by a

‘Though Berlin has not yet received the 
same amount of bombing which the Germans 
hhave suceceded in inflicting on London it has 
been raided twenty-two times, and despite 
all German deniols there is every ground to 
believe that very serious damage has been 
done. The care whieh the British pilots take 
to make sure that they are actually bombing 
military objectives is evidenced by the story 
of one man, who, in defiance of the enemy 
anti-aireraft fire, made six runs over the 
power station at Charlottenberg to be certain 
of hitting his target. The process will be 
continued in the months to come, with greater 
forces as the British air strength increases, 
and what London hae suffered wil be 
ted upon that city which it was Gocring’s 
boast would never receive the attentions of 
British bombers. ‘That is as it should be, and 
while it is inevitable that eivilians must suffer 
they will not do so to the extent the British 
have by reason of the indiseriminate bombing 
fo which the German aviators have con 
ently resorted. In. this connection the 
editor of the “News-Chronicle” recently 
addressed an open letter to the people of 
Berlin. They may never see it, but, never~ 
theless, it is well worth reproduction else 
where: 
You, like us, are gelting used to being w 
half the ight, "According to your official 
communiqué yesterday, our bombs. in one 
aid killed ten of you, including some women 
nd litle children. Ghastly for you, Just as 
it is ghastly for us when out’ children ‘are 
Kitted.” War is a devilish business, 
Have you noticed what a. different thing 
+ human suffering Is when It comes to your own 
doorstep? After all, you didn’t seem to worry 
‘very much about the Polish children who were 
Blown to bits in. Warsaw. You had no qualme 
about the unolfending Dutch, upon ‘whose 
hheads your fire and steel rained in Rotterdam, 
‘You had no compassion for the weary, home: 
Tess refugees whom you. machine-gunned in 
Belgium and France. "You lost no sleep over 
the guiltless civilians who, went down, when 
‘your torpedo struck the Athenia, You had no 
pily—some of you, at any rate—for the Jews 
who were ‘ortured in your concentration 
camps. You just shrugged your shoulders 
fand sed, “The PUhrer is right," as you have 
Said ‘over and over again’ in your blindness. 
‘The wretchedness of all these people did not 
move you, It was remote {rom You. 

"Now things are different, ‘The same hideous 
‘suffering that esme to. your viellms—such 
Tong line of vielims—is coming to you; and 
in the weeks and months ahead will grow and 
grow until ot last you find it unbearable. No 
bombs are aimed deliberately at eivilians, but 
eivilians are bound to sulle. It gives us 00 
Joy to inflict that suffering. We have never 
believed, as your Fuhrer believes, that war 
fsa great adventure and the natural goal of 
hhuman effort, We are not hypocritical when 
‘we say that’ we loathe it in. our. souls—as, 
Indeed: many of you must do as well, 

‘Yet there it is—you chose war, by acquic- 
scence if not by postive desire, and you must 
now take the consequences. "The bombing. 
which you ordained, must go on. It must get 
Worse, ‘oomiar, far worse for you, as the 
limitless ‘resources of the British Empire and 
‘America are turned into hundreds, thousands, 
fens, of thousands of bombers in factories 
Which are out of your reach, 

‘But remember, Berliners, as you watch your 
homes and families being desiroyed and’ the 
light of your life going oul—YOU have the 
power to end the agony at any moment that 
Fou choose, Not by aceepting the dishonour- 
bie ‘servitude which is the only thing your 
Furer offers. us. Simply by’ renouncing a 
Government which has. trampled on freedom 
land deceney and human happiness over half 
the Continent of Europe, and has enthroned 
tyranny and cruelly a8 Kods. 

‘ne day you must come to that decision— 
fas you eamé to it once before. How long. we 
Sronder, must the world be ‘martyred. before 
your eyes are opened? 

‘A more damning indictment has rarely beon 
put into so few words. The obscene iniqui- 
ties which the Nazis have perpetrated against 
hundreds of thousands, if not millions of 
innocent people need to be remembered. ‘The 
war is being brought home to the people of 
Berlin and other parts of Germany, not with 
the savage ruthlessness of the Nazis, but 
‘with a consideration for humanity of which 
the Nazi knows nothing. That is definitely 
proved by the claims of the German high 
fommand that the casualties resulting from 
British. bombing are small in number. 
But the people of Berlin who were 
assured that they were so secure and those 
living elsewhere in enemy territory must 
face increasing visitations, and it is for them 
to say when it shall cease, in the only way 
which will be permitted to them. 



























































FRANCE AND THE AXIS 
Oct. 28. 

As a result of the negotiations between 
Marshall Petain and Hitler, the Vichy Gov- 
ernment has decided on a rapprochement 
with Germany and aly, and has apparently 
approved of a plan for the collaboration of 
France with the Axis Powers. Hitler appears 
10 have coved as gently as any sucking dove 
in his conversations with Marshal Petain, and 
with the assistance of Laval, who has ‘con- 
sistently been selling out his country to its 
former enemies, appears to have obtained the 
‘Marshal's ultimate consent to an arrange 
ment, the details of which have not yet been 














made public, but which is obviously designed 
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to draw the Vichy government further away 
from Great Britain and finally bring it into 
the Axis system. That all the Vichy Cabinet 
were not in agreement with this latest deve~ 
lopment is evidenced by the resignation of 
‘M, Daudoin from the Foreign Ministry. French. 
quarters aver that no. territorial transfers 
were involved in this transaction, and there 
is a possibility that a portion of ‘the French 
coast south of Bordeaux will be relinquished 
3¥_ Germany, 

Only the future will disclose how greatly 
the Vichy Government has been misled by 
the Nazi display of apparent moderation, 
and it would be foolish for the French to 
base any great hopes for similar considera- 
tion when the time comes to neyotiate peace 
with the Axis Powers. The immediate aim 
of Hitler is to form a solid European bloc, 
and, it is reported, then demand peace from 
Great Britain. It does not matter what 
promises Hitler has given Marshal Petain 
there is no guarantee that they will not be 
as readily broken as all those other as- 
suranees with which Hitler has been so free 
in the past. ‘Thus the last vestiges of in- 
dependence to which Vichy sought to cling 
have disappeared, for collaboration with 
tler and Mussolini means for unoccupied 
ranee merely doing what she is told, as co- 
operation between the vietor and the vietim 
must necessarily always be. Vicay has been 
gently led into the enemy fold, and while it 
apparently has not been asked to provide 
military and naval assistance to the Axis is 
certainly expected to give whatever economic 
aid is possible, 

When the peace offensive, which is to fol- 
low the consolidation of Europe under the 
aegis of the dictators, will be commenced 
remains to be seen. It is undoubtedly doom- 
ed to failure, and, despite the burblings of 
such Nazis as Dietrich, the Reich Press Chief, 
that Germany's “final great blow” ~against 
the British Isles will be dealt “without 
merey,"—how these men do talk to keep 
their spirits up,—Britain is confidently ex- 
pected to continue the strugile which for her 
is only just commencing. ‘There can be no 
real peace so long as the Nazi and Fascist, 
systems continue to dominate their respec 
tive countries. At the very best such a peace 
would be merely an insecure armistice while 
the enemy made further preparations for the 
furtherance of their grandiose ambitions, and 
Britain cannot consider laying down her arms 
until there is certainty that the enemy have 
been so defeated as to deprive them of any 
further desire for war. It would be the 
height of folly to do anything else. 

With the mighty resources of the Empire 
nearing complete mobilization, with its air 
force rapidly reaching that point where it 
will have numerical as well as qualitative 
superiority over Germany, with a Navy in= 
tact and stronger than when the war com- 
meneed, and an ever-growing army prepar= 
ing for the counter-offensive, it would be 
idle now to talk of peace. What a peace it 
would be with the enemy in possession of 
the forees they have at present as a bargain 
ing counter for immediate needs, and the 
nucleus of greater strength for another war 
directly it suited their convenience! Peace 
can only come with the utter destruction of 
the enemy, only when they have been foreed 
to surrender, as completely as France was 
foreed to do. ‘Then will be the time to talk 
about rebuilding Europe for until that hap= 
Pens there cannot be that security without 
Which it will be impossible to reestablish the 
rule of law which has suffered so greatly 
through the’ depredations of Hitler and his 
accomplices. Tt may be long in coming, 
even more than the two more years which 
Gayda foresaw a couple of months ago, but 
the fact has to be faced that there can be 
no hopeful future for civilization until the 
evils which menace it are obliterated.

‘Then, when the R.A.P, took the war right up 
to the Berliners’ doorstep, and the damage 
done in the capital and in the German in- 
dustrial areas was realized, confidence in the 
Jeadership of the Nazis underwent consider- 
able modification. 

‘That is how the situation appears to be 
now. Hopes have too long been deferred. 
Quick results are no Ionger forthcoming, and 
there is consequent uneasiness and a grow- 
ing anxiety. ‘That, however, may be a long 
‘way from that state of mind which demands 
the cessation of war. ‘The German people 
since the advent of Hitler to power have 
been so disciplined, so accustomed to poor 
living, than which they have known nothing 
else these last seven years, that they may 
be expected to last out a long time yet. It 
is probable that amongst the older” people 
there is more dissatisfaction than amongst 
German youth, The former have not been 
deprived of the ability to think as have been 
the latter. ‘They have standards of former 
experience of better times which young Ger- 
many has not, but as long as the nation's 
youth supports Hitler—and it has no one 
else to support,—it would be foolish to ex- 
peet carly results from the dampening of 
spirits which arises from the knowledge of 
frustration. 

‘The Bulgarian industrialist whose views are 
quoted reports that British bombing has been 
accurate, and that, while Germany still pos- 
sesses good supplies of petrol, there is a 
shortage of Diesel and lubricating oils, and 
freases. ‘The rich can still eat normally, but 
‘the masses are suffering from the lack of 
meats and fats to an extent which must 
affect thelr moral, while another cause of 
discontent is the manner in which Italy has 
failed to pull her proper weight since she 
entered the war. Hitler is, consequently, in 
need of some signal success to inspire Ger- 
‘mans with greater confidence than they now 
possess. He does not appear to be within 
measurable distance of achieving one, and his 
present preparations for a peace offensive 
are designed to secure a stoppage of the war, 
if possible, but if not to utilize the British 
refusal, which is confidently expected, for 
the purpose of inflaming the masses, and re~ 
coneiling them to the prospect of a continu~ 
ance of the very heavy sacrifices he is forced 
to persist in demanding of them. It would 
be wise, then, at all times to seck to place 
these reports, even from neutrals, of declin= 
ing moral in Germany into their proper per- 
spective, and to await patiently the time 
when stronger evidence than is at present 
available can be obtained, 























BATTLE OF BRITAIN 
Oct, 29. 

‘The very fact that Mr. L. S. Amery, 
Sceretary of State for India, made his specch 
reviewing the international diplomatic, and 
military situation at such a place as Gosport, 
quite close to Portsmouth one of the prin 
cipal military objectives on the southern 
coast of England, is in itself significant, for 
‘an unlikelicr spot for holding a political 
meeting: it would be hard to find in times 
such as these. Consequently, when he says 
that though the Battle of Britain may not 
yet be over, its issue has already beon decided 
there is something in_ it more than mere 
words. She initiat German attempts to 
blast Britain in mass air-raids proved a 
costly failure. British airmen showed their 
superiority in an unmistakable manner, 
something whieh is proved by the change in 
German methods which have been designed 
to, and have succeeded in, reducing the heavy 
casualties which their first formations 
vited. Foreed to uso more escorting fighters 
for cach bomber, driven up higher by the 
effectiveness of the British barrage from the 
ground, continually seattered by the ex- 
cellence of the British fighters, the German 
air foree, having cormenced indiscriminate 
bombing from choice in the first ease, eannot 
now do anything else. 

There is a vast difference between the 
execution which the RAF. is performing 
ever Germany, where military objectives 




















have now been subjected to raids running 
‘into thousands and damage done in a manner 
Which has struck heavy blows at German

‘Mr. Amery’s views are shared by Mr. 
Oliver Stewart, BBC. commentator, who 
‘emphasized the’ diminution of German air- 
raids over Britain during the past week, 
while the RAF. have unrelentingly and 
continuously pushed home their attacks on 
‘enemy and enemy-occupied territories. The 
speaker did not attempt to gloze over the 
possibility that this present Iull may be but 
the prelude fo more and stronger attacks, but 
it must be remembered that, unless the Ger- 
man airmen can devise some means of 
defeating the ground and air defences of 
Britain, and succeed in importing a greater 
degree ‘of accuracy into their bombing, the 
destruction to be anticipated will still depend 
toa very great extent upon mere luck. From 
the British point of view the nature of the 
raids over Germany have their own signi~ 
ficance. When there was an outcry that 
Bérlin ‘should be bombed in retaliation for 
the raids on London, it was officially an- 
nounced that the British would continue to 
devote their attention to military objectives 
fon the Continent. Those immediately in- 
volved were in the northwest of Germany, 
but in recent weeks the world has seen the 
RAF. go further and further afield until now 
not even the eastern areas of Germany can 
consider themselves safe. 


‘That has permitted the inclusion of Berlin 
in the list of military objectives, and already 
that city has been subjected to approximately 
thirty raids, which are growing in frequency: 
‘The deduction to be drawn is that allegations 
that the R.A.F. is rapidly growing in strength 
are completely justified, for, were this not 
the case, the long-distance fights which these 
attacks necessitate could not be repeated so 
often as they now are. It also means that 
British bomber strength has been consider- 
ably enhanced for these machines have to 
proceed over Germany unattended by fighters 
because of the great mileage to be covered. 
‘Thus by actual fact the claims of the British 
statesmen are being proved not only to the 
world at large but to the enemy in a manner’ 
which they cannot but fully realize. So, 
after almost three months of flerce air attack 
fon Britain, the enemy has failed, first, to 
break down British resistance, and, second, 
{fo prevent that accretion of air strength which 
must ultimately give Britain numerical 
superiority in the air. 


























YEAR IN POLAND 
Oct. 29. 


If there were any doubt of the dreadful 
thing which Hitler seeks to impose upon the 
conquered peoples of Europe, what has been 
happening in Poland, during the past year 
of occupation, should serve to dispel any. 
Mlusions. The facts are taken, in the first 
place, from a glowing account ‘published by 
the German headquarters in Cracow, and, 
in the second, from reports which’ have; 
Altered out from Poland. In reading what 
Is to follow it needs to be remembered that 
in an address to Hitler Youth on the anni- 
versary of the commencement of the attack 
on Poland, Greiscr, one of the four Nazi 
Regional governors in Poland declared: 
“Phe Pole is the servant of the German and 
will remain so for ever." A clearer state- 
ment of reduction to slavery could not pos- 
sibly be, made. The Jewish problem in 
Poland his been solved by the reinstitution 
of the Ghetto system, that barbarous return 
to the conditions of the Dark Ages, the ides 
of a Jewish reservation having apparently 
been abandoned. All Jows are required to! 
wear a distinguishing mark consisting of a 
white sleeve band bearing a blue Jewish 
star. AN male Jews are obliged to do two 
years obligatory labour service, Business is 
conducted on three levels;—German, Polish 
and Jewish, Germans receiving priority in 
shops, hotels and streets. Pestilence accord 
ing to the Germans has been brought under 
by means of segregation. ‘Three times as 
many farm tractors were in operation as) 
before the invasion, while the conquerors: 
seek 10 emphasize the moderateness of their 
methods by declaring that Warsaw was! 
governed by but 70 Germans, under whom 
24,000 Poles were working. 

‘The Polish version of the past year ts 
radically different. Disease, hunger, and the 
Gestap6, it is declared, have reduced Poland's 
population by five’ millions since last 
September twelvemonth. ‘The common Nazi 
practice of segregating communities in which 
epidemics broke out, and leaving the in- 
habitants to die, has resulted in entire villages 
being wiped out by typhoid fever. Factories, 
farms and forest lands have been confiseated 
outright. Poles and Jews are forbidden to

bbeen closed and teachers arrested or deport- 
ed. 

‘There is, of course, the possibility that the 
Polish claims are somewhat exaggerated. 
is to be hoped that they are, but the fact 
that the Germans have persistently refused 
to permit observers from other uations to 
enter Poland, and sce conditions for them~

state of affairs is such that Germany is 





ashamed {o let the world know what is 
going on. The chances are that the truth 
somewhere between the glowing account 
ven of their stewardship by the Germans 
‘and the ghastly picture painted by the Poles, 
and that inclining somewhere more towards 
the Polish side than the German. The 
picture of the year merely brings into concise 
form the stories which percolated out of 
Poland in the early months after the brutal 
subjugation of that country, and clearly shows 
how the ultimate aim of Lebensraum is being 
served by the slow murder of defenceless 
people whose only misfortune apparently is 
that they did not happen to be born German. 
It is necessary to remember all this when 
watching the manner in which Hitler is woo- 
ing Vichy. ‘The gentleness of his proceed- 
ings arises from no inspiration of humanity, 
but rather from a desire to secure French 
assistance in his desperate struggle against 
Great Britain. This particular leopard has 
not changed his spots. He is merely secking 
for the moment to dissemble the colour of 
his skin, and there cannot be the slightest 
doubt about it that, if he could possibly 
succeed in bringing the whole of Europe, in~ 
cluding Britain under his domination, that 
same inhumanity which is being demon- 
strated in Poland would be applied just as 
ruthlessly in the other countries unfortunate 
enough to fall under Hitler's sway. But in 
Holland, Norway, Czechoslovakia and even 
Poland ‘the seeds of vengeance are being 
sown and brutalized peoples are passively 
resisting their conqueror, waiting for the day 
when they will be able to rise and throw 
‘off the hideous toils in which they have been 
bound.

Russian Emigrants Restricted 


N. China Russians Placed Under Economic Regime 
Identical with Japan ; Punishment for Violators 


Tientsin, Oct. 23. 
LACED under an economic regime identical with ‘the one 
prevailing at present in Japan and Manchoukuo, Russian 
emigrants in North China will have to pay higher taxes and submit 
to certain economic restrictions, according to an official notice 
appearing in a recent issue of the “Vozrojdenie Asii”, official organ 
of the Russian Anti-Communist Committees in North China. 
This notice traced the general lines of the new economic regime 
under which Russian emigrants in North China will have to live. 
In a preamble, the emigrants were reminded that the war 
in China and the unsettled international situation impose certain 
obligations on all the inhabitants of East Asia. They will have 
to submit to a regime of economic restrictions. Every possible 
form of luxury, even the least pretentions such as family celebra~ 
tions for birthdays, engagements and marriages, will no longer be 
tolerated and violations of this rule will be severely punished.

What arrangements will be made 
for the many Americans unable 10 
pay the full fare Is not yet known, 
Both collectively and. individually, 
‘Americans in the Far East have been 
sending messages to Washington ask- 
ing that something be done about 
the fares. The commitices of the 
American Association and the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce here have also 
been active in this direction but as 
yet, according to a Consular offeial, 
hho indieation of the Government's 
intentions has been received here, 
with regard {0 the financing of those 
tunable to pay for thelr own evacta~ 
tion.

He was born on July 20, 1898, and 
started his diplomatic career on 
August 18, 1922 when he was appoint 
ed Embassy Attaché. In 1923 he was 
Embassy Secretary. in Washington, 
‘nd was entrusted with various mis: 
sions at the League of Nations in 
Geneva from 1923 to 1934. At one 
time he was Secretary-General of 
the French Delegation to the Disar 
iament Conference in February 1932. 

He was Chief of the Cabinet of the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in Feb 
rary 1932 and again in December 
ff the same year. On August 31, 1994 
he was appointed Seerotary-General 
{o the French Delegation at the 
feenth Assembly of the League of 
Nations. 

In 1995, M. Paul-Boncour was car- 
rying out the duties of First Scere: 
tary to the French Legation in Buchar- 
est, and more recently was Press 
Counsellor to the French Embassy in 
Weshington, taking an active part in 
the formation of the Ministry of In- 
formation.

When Soclety was Founded 


It might be ot some interest, and 
profit before considering the life of 
the society itself to glance at the con- 
ditions prevailing at time of the 
foundation in the world in, general, 
and China and Shanghal in particular, 
Tn 1901, the Victorian Era, Le, the 
expansive free trade phase of British 
history, was drawing to a close.

More than 100 Poles were present 
and the Chargé gave a brief bio- 
ataphy of Major Starzynski, who met 
his death at the age of 44 in a Ger 
man internment eamp before a fring 
squad of the dreaded Karl Hanshofter, 
Whose ruthlesnesy and cruelty are 
Known to surpass any atrocity’ even 
of the Infamous Gestapo. ‘The major 
met his death after the Germans had 
failed consistently to persuade him, 

first with specious promises and 
thon by threats, to co-operate’ with 
the new masters of the country. He 
stood aloof, a true patriot. and died 
a martyr to the cause of his country 
and the Allies, 

Bofore the last war Major Starzyn- 
sik wax connected with various secret 
political activities directed against 
the former Czarist régime, the then 
‘masters of Poland, Starzynskl never 
for a moment abandoned the hope 
that Poland would some day shake 
off the bonds of her servitude to a 
foreign invader. As a young student 
he was arrested a number of times 
for hie political exploits. 

During the last war he was a mem= 
bor of a secret patriotic orxanizntion 
whose activities Were directed against 
the conquerors of the country.

id they are particularly asked to 
remain in their jobs, and to carry 
fon here. A man ean. of course, take 
the law into his own hands, resign, 
‘and go without his firm's permission, 
Dut, ‘In view of the constantly re= 
peated statements of the British 
Government, and the Consulate, of 
the vital importance to the war 
effort of keeping foreign trade going, 
he finds himself in grave doubt as 
to whether taking a Tine of his own 
in this way would not be doing his 
country more harm than good. Atter 
much mental strife, he eventually 
realizes, If he has commonsense, 
that ‘the advice given him by the 
head of his firm, by his Government, 
and, as recently ox Friday, by Sir 
Robert Calder Marshall, "is the 
Fight course for him to take, and he 
‘decides to remain, though’ against 
his own personal wishes. ‘The posi- 
Mon in which, against his will, he 
thus finds himself, isan unsatis= 
faetory one in every way, and, to 
have his" diMeulties inereased by 
statements such as B.'s, which cast 
relleetions on his courage and sense 
‘of duly, causes much unnecessary 

‘unpleasantness. 

Tam sure that B, in his own way, 
fs a patriotie man, but T cannot help 
feeling that. his patriotism is of the 
same misguided type that motivated 
the good ladies of the last war, who 
handed white feathers indiserimina 
{ely to all. men in elvilian clothe 
T "have heard that armaments 
Workers, factory managers. chronie 
invalids’ and even blind men were 
sometimes the unhappy recipients of 
‘hese gross insults, 

Some time ayo someone sunested 
in your columns surprise that young 
men were still to be seen on the 
crieket-feld here, Next week we 
fare trying to get some Rugger 
started, which will, doubtless eause 
further comment. Surely, if a man 
is forced to stay here, nd chooses 
in his leisure time te play games, 
take a drink ina nightclub, oF 
even {o wear an occasional black 
Mle, It is entirely his own affair. 

T have been in this eity for some 
yours, and know most of the young 
Britons here. T ean state with every 
confidence that there is not one 
Who would deliberately shirk military 
duties inthe way suggested by B. 
It ig just not the British way even 
to thinke of such things, and B. 
should know ‘better than te give 
utterance to is remarks at such a 
time, 

May 1 appeal to anyone who 
holds the same opinion as B. please 
in future tc keep. such viows to 
themselves, as the publishing of 
them causes great concern to the 
group of young men here who are 
entinely “trying to do what they 
Consider to be the right thing tor 
the evential good of the war effort.

T understand that’ the announced

‘Wise and shrewd as they are, it 1s 
‘a wonder that John Bull and Uncle 
Sam do not appear to understand 
the real situation in the Far Fast 
‘and are acting contrary to Japan's 
Intention at almost every turn. May 
it be that they are just pretending 
to be ignorant of the real state of 
affairs in this area, and also of the 
true nature of Japan's endeavours 
‘which are nothing other than those 
born out of her unselfish aspirations 
which should” be all clear to th 
world through the Konoye Declara- 
tion? Are there any examples in 
the world history which are in 
nature so honourable, righteous, and 
humanitarian as Japan's China ‘eam= 
paign? 

In sum, it is high time for Britain 
and America to throw off thelr 
camouflage and come out to be thelr

when the history of the war comes to be 
written as the turning point in the American 
altitude from one of cautiously guarding its 
neutrality to one of paying little more than 
lip service to it. It was a transaetion which 
the Administration approached with fear 
fand trepidation, one which it feared might 
arouse violent opposition from Congress, but 
‘once the plunge tad been taken and nothing, 
untoward had happened, it was encouraged 
to explore further possibilities along the 











same road, 

Ever since spring the desire of Great 
Britain to obtain some of “the aver=age 
American destroyers was known to the 


‘Administration. For several years the wish 
‘of the American Government to acquire leases 
‘on British insular possessions in the New 
World had been unofficially discussed. Under 
normal conditions an American lease of a 
British base might have aroused alarm sinee 
it indicated a confusion of interests which 
the isolationists would consider dangerous, 
When the proposal was made early in 1938 
that the American fleet might like io use the 
newly ercated British base at Singapore, 
there was a shiver of apprehension in Con- 
‘gress whlch the Administration noted and, 
having noted, hurriedly declined. ‘The reason 
why Congress disliked the proposal that 
Singapore should be shared by the two 
navies was that the United States might be 
involved thereby in Far Eastern entangle- 
ments and ily security threatened rather than 
swfequarded. Acquisition or joint use of bases 
In the Caribbean and the North Atlantic 
would not involve the United States in any 
further danger than that which had threaten- 
cdl her and would, in fact, inerease her ability 
tw meet that Urea}. 

In the forefront of the Adininistration’s 
foreign policy since the war began has been 
the problem of western hemisphere defence 
andthe co-rolated problem of continental 
solidarity, 'Fwo independent contributions of 
the United States to these principles were 
the compulsory military service acts (one 
calling up the National Guard, the other esta~ 
blishing a compulsory military service 
aystem) and the establishment of the $500,- 
(000,000 fund which the Export-Import Benk 
could use to cushion the shock of wartime 
dislocations of trade. ‘Thus, from the point 
‘of view of funds or fighting men the United 
States made itself ready to mateh any threa- 
{ening steps taken by the totalitarian powers 
fn the western hemisphere. 

‘Phere were two, gaps in this hemisphere 
defence scheme, ‘The first wax that the 
Dominion of Canada had never been in 
eluded within ity seope. ‘The second was 
that with the main body of the United States 
fleet in the Pacific, the Atlantic approaches 
were inadequately defended. On August 16 
the President announced that he was 
nogotiating directly with the British Govern= 
mont for the lease of naval and air bases, 
particularly on those British islands which 
Were in the Panama Canal aver and that 
he was also negotiating with Canada an 
problems of western hemisphere defence. 
Both the White House and the State Depart~ 
iment insisted that the negotiations | with 
Britain for the Joint use of naval and alr 
facilities did not imply any: common policy: 

‘There were objections also to the negotia~ 
tions with Canada. Canada was a belligerent 
and. the United States a neutral, anxious 
‘above all things to Keep war from her own 
shores and from the western hemisphere. 
‘hore hnd even been some isolationists, such 
ax Colonel Lindbergh, who. had eriticized 
wen for involving the New World in un- 
anger and bringing the threat of

war closer to the shores of the Americas. 

For some the British Government 
were anxious to keep the question of bases 
ind the question of destroyers it. 









‘They probably did not wish tom 
transaction appear to be a mere 
bargain, but wished the American publi 
feel that the bases were offered them in 
spirit of friendship and that the American 
liness to sell the destroyers was likewise 
A friendly gesture, not one undertaken (o 
obtain any advantage. But in toki 
sland, the British Government 
American opinion which doesn't consider 
there is anything sordid about a “Yankee 
trade” and rather liked to strilke « good bar- 
xain and the American administration's own 
attitude towards the problem of defence. 
At the time the destroyer sale was first 
brouched, American opinion was still pessi- 
mistie about Britain's chances of success. 
‘The destroyer sale might not only weaken 
America's defences, but might add to the 
strength of the potential enemy if he gained 
possession of the British fleet. On the other 
hand, the acquisition of British owned bases 
in the North Atlantic would undoubtedly 
strengthen America’s powers of resistance. 
If the bases were wequired as part of a joint 
transaction in exelange for destroyers, the 
fotal result would be to strengthen and not 
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‘The British point of view and the 
American point of view were both satisfied 
in the end by some of the bases being 
secepted as ait outright gift, while others 
were traded in exchange for the destroyers. 

1 was fairly simple to justify the leasing 
of the bases. ‘The Constitution vested in the 
President the power of Commander-in- 











cign relations. Since the acquisition of bases 


was “without expressed or implied promises 
fon the part of the United States to be per-

General Jackson declared that “ihe propos 
tion falls far short in magnitude of the 
acquisition by President Jefferson of the 
Louisiana territory, from a belligerent during, 
2 European war.” He preferred to site as 
precedent, “the numerous acquisitions of 
hts in foreign countries for sites of 
diplomatic and consular establishments.” 

‘The right of the President to dispose of 
the 50 destroyers presented Mr. Jackson with 
a more difficult problem. ‘There was first of 
all a 1917 law which he had himselt cited a 
month or so before as making impossible 
the sale to England of 20 motor torpedo boats. 
‘There was, secondly, an amendment inserted 
by Congress into the defence bill of June 28, 
1940, which provided thet no military or 
naval weapons, ship or alreraft should be 
disposed of unless the material were flrst 
certified as not essential to the defence of 
the United States by the Chief of Naval 
Operations or the Army Chief of Staff. Mr. 
Jackson pointed out that Congress probably 
was exceeding its powers in cloaking a sub- 
ordinate official with authority to veto an 
act of the Commander-in-Chief. But his 
‘main argument was based upon ‘the intent 
of Congress in passing the amendment, He 
pointed out that the words “and cannot be 
used" for the defence of the United States 
were struck from the amendment at the re~ 
quest of Senator Barkley who said it would 
nullify an Act (which later became a law 
on July 2) making the sale of surplus 
‘material possible. 

Congress obviously wax not, contemplating 
mere transactions in scrap. “Specific items 
must be weighed in relation to our total 
defence position before and after an exchange 
=... It is my opinion that the Chief of 
Naval Operations may and should. certify 
under Section 14A that the destroyers. in~ 
volved are not essential to the defence of the 
United States if in his judgment the exchange 
of such destroyers for such naval and air 
bases will strengthen rather than impair the 
total defence of the United States.” 

Fortified with legal opinions, the President 
authorized his Secretary of State to complete 
the agreement with the British Government. 
Before the final exchange of notes took place, 
Sceretary Hull requested the British Am= 
boassador on August 29 to tell him if it was 
the settled poliey of the British Government 
not to surrender or sink the British fleet 
should the British Isles become untenable, 
but send it overseas for the defence of other 
parts of the Empire. Mr. Churehill had 
inode this statement on June 4. In his reply 
fon September 2 the British Ambassador 
Acelared that the Prime Minister had in« 
structed him “to inform Mr. Secretary Hull 
that this statement certainly does represent 
the settled policy of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment. Mr. Churchill, must, however, observe 
that these hypothetical contingencies seem 
more likely {0 concern the German fleet or 
what is loft of it than the British feet.” ‘The 
Isolationists who feared the destroyers might 
be captured by the Germans and turned 
against the United States were thus re 
assured. 

‘The definitive exchange of notes between 
Sceretory Hull and the British Ambassador 
on September 2 emphasized the faet that the 
hasex were being acquired to strengthen 
hemisphere defence. ‘The British Govern« 
rent, Lard Lothian’s note pointed out, desired 
Wo strengthen the ability of the’ United 
States {0 co-operate effectively with the other 
nations of the Americas in the defence of 
the western hemisphere.” Sccretary Hull in 
his reply repeated these sentiments. 

‘The President's messaxe to Congress, sent 
when he submitted the Hull-Lothian ex- 
change of notes and the Attorney-General's 
opinion, pointed out that the value to the 
western hemisphere “of thy tpasts of 
security is beyond calculation." He observed 
thal “the right to bases in Newfoundland and 
Bermuda are gifts—generously given and 
gladly received." ‘The bases on the astern 
Side of the Bahamas, the southern coast of 
Jamaica, the west coast of St. Lucia, the 
‘west coast of Trinidad in the Gulf of Paria, 
in the Island of Antigua, and in British 
Guiana within 50 miles of Georgetown were 
acquired in exchange for 50 over-age destro- 
yers.. This is the most important action, it 
Ig sald, in the re-enforcement of national 
defence that has been tuken since the Loui- 
siana Purchase.

Great Receptions 


Durban and Cape Town are won- 
derful places. ‘The people there gave 
us wonderfui receptions and practi- 
cally tho freedom of both places. ‘The 
“tree” in “freedom” was particularly 
emphasized. We could not pay for 
anything, no matter how we tried, of 
what we bought, ate or drank. One 
chap even had ‘an aching tooth ex- 
tracted "buckshee". We were invited. 
to people's homes for meals, offered 
{tS in ears everywhere—in fact, we 
were very embarrassed by all’ the 
attention showered nus. 

‘At Durban we staged a route march 
through the town, just to stretch our 
Jegs, but found ourselves In fora 
triumphal procession all along. the 
route, They were out in thousands, 
Whooping themselves hoarse, Just as 
if we had already won the war. As 
T have said, it was most embarrassing, 
bbut we were sorry to leave both 
plac 

Freetown was little better. It was 
quite a town, but we did not go 
ashore, for i poured with rain all 
the time we wore there. 

‘The trip up to Freetown was quite 
pleasant and we had plenty of time 
for relaxation. But after Freetown, 
we were in the danger area and a 
sharp look-out had to be kept by all 
‘six Tiners (not troopshipst)” in the 
convoy as well as by our escort. 














Escort Increased 


‘Two days out of Liverpocl, our 
escort’ was increased and during the 
last 12 hours the sea literally swarm 
ed with protecting boats, while over= 
head were dozens of planes.

Disappearing Tricks 

‘Training these days has a dash of 
spice. Mimic warfare, because it is 
mimic, always makes ‘us as careless

real enemy overhead. It is amusing 
at times, while careering about chas- 
Jing, or ‘belng chased by, the other 
side, to see all troops suddenly stop

‘A very interesting book of 92 pages, 
with 32 excellent illustrations, has 
been written by Mr, Barry C. East- 
ham on the art of ivory in China, 
"Chinese Art Ivory" (published by 
3. E. Paradissis, Tientsin, C.$50) 
‘constitutes a great contribution to the 
Knowledge of ancient Chinese art, 
‘especially considering the fact that 
ivory has been rather neglected by 
collectors of Chinese objects of art, 
although It is widely and indiserim- 


nately sought by tourists the 
world over, 
‘Mr. Eastham contends rightly 


that carved ivory is a com; 
recent art, having reached 
fstle apex about a. century and 
and a half ago, during Ch'ien Lung's 
reign.” As a matter of fact, the most 
remarkable pieces of ancient Chinese 
fart Ivory that the reviewer has had 
‘an opportunity to examine — dated 
as far” back as the Ming period. 
However, the carving of — ivory, 
cannot. be considered in the same; 
Tight as the art of bronzes, ancient 
‘Tong ‘earthenware, early " pottery 
‘and poreelain and. above all, the 
‘magnificent paintings of the Yuen 
and Ming dynasties, 


Art of Lower Category 


Chinese art ivory, in the opinion 
of the reviewer and of practically 
all amateurs of the ancient art of 
China, constitutes an art of a lower 
category. It is extremely rare to 
find ‘apiece of ivory whieh Is in- 
spiring in the least degree. For that 
reason, when the Imperial collee- 
tlons Of Chinese ancient art were 
sent to London and exhibited a few 
years ago, samples of Chinese ivories 
‘were practically non existent, with! 
the ‘exception of a very few ‘pieces: 
without any real arlistie valu 
Furthermore, as the author alleges 
“it is only in recent times that mo- 
chine ‘carving and factory methods! 
have combined to make “mast pro 
uection of carved iworles possible 
Tt must be admitted that any shape: 
of art which can be made the object 
‘of "mass production” Is, in fa 
no art at all.

“He thinks that some of the 
acts of sabotage which are known to 
hhave been committed may be traced 
to such seeret opponents of the 
Fegime. But they ean hardly be the 
hope of ine Allies. ‘There are also 
a couple of vivid chapters on the deso- 
lation of Warsaw and occupied 
Poland ‘and the resistance of the 
Czechs to the Gestapo. 

Mr, Frischauer has given an ine 
teresting and well-balanced report, 
from which ons may draw one’s own 
conelustons.
